They show that the 
average individual, man, woman or child, has about 10,700 chances of missing the pleasure of being a mil¬ 
lionaire! That is. he has one chance in I0,5U0 of b^mninir a millionaire. .\nd he has one chance in S.oOo 
of getting into the $,'100,000 class! .\nd no wonder—antler the competitive wage system, under capitalism. 
Kor the more wealth the workers create under that syi^m the more they decrea.se the relative nearnes.« of 
the working class and the capitalist class. The harder tlie workers work the off, relatively, their 

economic standing as a class is, as compared with the raaster class. Out of every ten dollars worth of 
value they create, only about a dollar and a quarter is retained a.s wages. Or, to transpose the case to that 
of a walking match, for every tnile and a quarter gained by the workers the capitalists are forcetl ahead 
eight and a half miles! In the race for wealth, the more frantic the industry of the workers the farther 
the capitalists are set ahead in the race.

The new woman facbiry inspector, 
appointed by laiFoIlctte in oppn.*i- 
tion to the known wishes of the labor 
union*, is a remarkable speeimen. 
In an interview in the Sentinel she 
savs of the Milwaukee sweat shops. 
“I believe that the wages eotupnrc 
favorably with other occupations,” 
but she is careful not to give a bill 
of particulars. Much of the talk 
about the women being underpaid 
originates in ignorance, she adds, 
and savs. “The percentage of mar¬ 
ried women in the shop* is small, 
the majoritg of the worried uonirit 
doing thr work in ihrir oicn homes. " 
Yet she holds there is little sweating 
here! Here is a woman with a 
complacentcapHalistic mind, truly ! 
Here is another .scrap from her 
interview that is interesting: 

“Within the last month several of 
tho shops have closed down entirely, 
others have discharged a number of 
their employes, and there are only 
a few which continue to run with a 
full force of hands. This is explained 
in several ways by the approach of 
the presidential election and fear of 
general hard times being among the 
reasons given."

" On another page the sharp pen of 

Comrade Franklin H. Wentworth Fhows what that “defeat ‘ really 
means. He sure you read what he has written. The political situation 
in the Bay state is plainly saturated with the desperation of the Ro- 
publican National Committee, and its efforts to stamp out the alarming 
iqiread of ,Socialism in that historic comer of the nation. And as Com¬ 
rade-Wentwortli well shows, the Republican national committee has 
achieved a yictory that really spells defeat. They are welcome to all 
the gratification they can grt out of it! 

Tn Haverhill the Socialist voie rose from 1,‘.;(H for governor in 
last month's elections to 2,901—nr, in oiher wools, the .Socialists gained 
l.TOO. and MORF. THAN HOrRI-FD THF.IR VOTE! 

Which meant Ihnl ire pot nearly lira fhnuunnd old parly voters lo 
desert capilaliam and volt with the irorlciny class. 

.K better endorsement than this at the hands of the citizens of 
Haverhill, Alavor Flanders and his fellow Socialists in offline, could not 
have well a.sked. But as the Democrats had n-frained from making a 
nominatftm iu order to defeat the Socialists hy throwing their strength 
to the Republicans, and naturally did this with some mea.«ure of success, 
the/^publican candidate came in a winner with 3,27.3 votes—that is, 
with 373 votes more than the Socialists. 

That it was a desjierate niove is seen when we consider that in the 
process the Democrats and Republicans together lost t'ae sympathy of, as 
we have said, nearly two thou.sand voters. Hayerhill ii a factory city, 
and is made up of plutes and plute sympathizers on the one hand, and 
a majority of factory slaves on the other. We are not so sanguine aa 
to bidievi' that all those who went over to the Socialist ticket became 
convincfvl Socialists thereby, but from the -fact that Haverhill is a 
factor)- town, it is res.'sjnable to believe that the great bulk of these were 
wage workers, and it is iherefore a healthy and significant sira. The 
Socialisis lost their councilmen in this fusion campaign, but riected an 
assistant assessor in Ward Five. 

Much the same sort of story is told by the returns from Brockton, 
where the Socialists also ‘‘lost.” .Although making a nomination, the 
Democrats tri^ to throw their strength to the Repnblican candidates, 
with the result that .their mayoralty candidate polled 1,116 votes—a 
very big falling off. Jlayor Coulter polled 3..342 votes votes ss against 
a !?ociB]i.st vote of 1.928 in the state election a month ago—showing 
what the w,irking cla.ss of Brockton thought of capitalWic fusion 
methoils. In spite of this big increase, the Republican candidate got 
enough Democratic votes to win hy a plurality of 3.30. The campaign 
wa.s a hot one, as campaigns usually arc when capitalism feels that it 
has the working class against it. And the methods used by the capitalist 
twin-parties were, as usual, disreputable. Their chief methods were 
slander and falsehood and appeals to every kind of prejudice that could 
jiossihly be used to divide the workers, religious, racial aud What not! 
So daring did the thing hccomc that Mayor Coulter had to take legal 
action against a Haverhill paper th.at flooded the town with its alander- 
ons sorcods, with funds advanced hy the Republican national commit¬ 
tee. Although Mayor Coulter lacked a small number of votes for a re- 
election. two .‘'ocialist aldermen and three councillors were elected. 

-And .so, while capitalism sees the Socialist candidates defeated in 
these two Massarhusetta cities, if also sees the SorialisI vote materi¬ 
ally inrrrnscd! And worse yet; If knows hy experience that the Social 
tsLs arc never disheartened by "defeat." I>asf year Flanders was de¬ 
feated on the retiim.s by fnurtet»n voles. Rut the Socialists went into 
the cnnrLs and proved enough capitalistic fraud to give him the office hy 
a majority of six. In 1901 Coulter wa.s defeated for reelectinn in 
Brockton, and the cffeei of this defeat wa.s to land him in the office of 
mavor the following year, with a plurality of 1 , 100 . It. is this sort of 
thing that is very trying to capitalism's nerves!

Wo 
liavc found from experience that 
the plan then adopted is foreign to 
the spirit of democracy. 

I may be something of a crank 
on the subject of democracy, but un¬ 
less I am badly mistaken the first 
great lesson Socialists must learn is 
I the lesson of democracy. We can 
[never have the Uo-operative v^om- 
1"monwealth Until we understand how 
I to democratically control party af- 
: fairs, not to mention industry. 

If this amendment is adopted,
